Amidst the excitement of the 
NHL returning to Winnipeg, for¬ 
gotten is the story of players set 
to leave a life they have built in 
the Georgian city. 

Sackville’s Eric Boulton is one 
of those players. 

“If you are a single guy, it’s a 
lot easier transition. I have a wife 
who is from here and kids who 
are in hockey and in gymnastics. 
The transition for guys with fam¬ 
ilies, it is a big deal,” Boulton said 
yesterday by phone from Atlanta. 

“But her and the kids will fol¬ 
low me wherever. That’s my job 
to play hockey and it’s business. 
We realize this stuff happens.” 

The 10-year NHL veteran and 
established league enforcer said 
he and his teammates with the 
Atlanta Thrashers heard for 
weeks rumours of a pending 
move to Winnipeg — though 
they were “kept in the dark” 


about most things. 

Now, with the move official, 
Boulton called it “a lot to be excit¬ 
ed about” but “an emotional 
day.” 

“On one hand, we made 
Atlanta our home. We love the 
city and it’s unfortunate it did¬ 
n’t work out here,” the 34-year- 
old said. 

“But on the other hand, you 
have to look at the positives, and 
going back to a Canadian city 
where the hockey fans are pas¬ 
sionate — playing in front of a 
sold-out building every night is 
definitely going to be exciting.” 

Boulton has played in Atlanta 
the past six seasons and becomes 
an unrestricted free agent July 1. 
He wants to re-sign with the team 
and said all indications are the 
team feels the same way. 

“This doesn’t change (any¬ 
thing) at all,” Boulton said about 
remaining with the organization.

Sizzling pops, a rich sound 
and decadent cover art are 
all uniquely vinyl. 

And on Saturday, hun¬ 
dreds of vinyl enthusiasts 
and collectors will stream 
into the Forum for the re¬ 
birth of the Halifax Record 
Fair. 

Childhood friends Kevin 
Beal and Phil Macdonald — 


who both have rooms in 
their houses dedicated to 
their record collections — 
worked to bring back a lo¬ 
cal vinyl fair that faded 
away in 2004. 

“Anybody can produce a 
CD ... but creating a record 
with the artwork and pro¬ 
ducing the vinyl isn’t acces¬ 
sible to any band,” he said 
yesterday, explaining his 
love for the medium. 

“You have to be passion¬ 
ate about your band and 
your music to go forth and 


put an investment in in¬ 
stead of making a quick 
buck and get the CD out 
there.” 

Lady Gaga, Miles Davis, 
and Queens of the Stone 
Age all have their place in 
Beal’s garage-tumed-music 
room in Dartmouth. Beal, 
36, bought his first record 
at age 10 (Survivor’s Eye of 
the Tiger) and now has 
2,500 records. 

Beal and Macdonald 
bonded over their love of 
vinyl and both are going to 


start selling off their collec¬ 
tions. Beal said putting to¬ 
gether the record fair is like 
a big kickoff for their new 
ventures. 

Vinyl is getting more and 
more popular and Beal said 
the 2011 fair should be 
wildly more successful than 
when it died out in 2004. 

Beal said the buzz for the 
fair on Faceboolc and Twit¬ 
ter is picking up some ma¬ 
jor speed, and it is better 
organized and advertised 
this time around. 


‘Vinyl 
is just 
better* 

There’s no doubt digital 
music has impacted vinyl 
sales, but record lovers 
are always out there. 

Random Play on 
Barrington Street closed 
earlier this year, and Sam 
the Record Man on the 
same street closed in 
2007, just to name a few 
victims of the digital age. 

But James Donnelly at 
Taz Records said vinyl 
never really lost it’s popu¬ 
larity. 

“Vinyl is just better,” 
he said. 

“Our customers have 
been buying vinyl for 
years so (a rise in popular¬ 
ity) is not a shock to 
them, but it seems to be a 
shock to everybody else 
who doesn’t buy records.” 

Mike Hopper, owner of 
Second Spin in Saint John, 
N.B., said his vinyl selec¬ 
tion has doubled in the 
past few years because 
more bands are producing 
records and more re¬ 
issues are coming out. 

For music fans who 
downloaded songs for 
years, vinyl offers a tangi¬ 
ble music experience, 
Hopper said. CDs could al¬ 
so see a similar comeback 
for the same reason, he

Victim of

Nova Scotia’s highest 
court has awarded an 
additional $60,000 in

The council and mayor of a 
small town in the Annapo¬ 
lis Valley quit en masse 
yesterday because of finan¬ 
cial problems, but there 
was little explanation be¬ 
yond a statement on the 
town’s website and confir¬ 
mation that the RCMP are 
investigating a possible 
theft. 

The statement said 
Bridgetown’s seven-mem¬ 
ber council lacks financial 
and human resources to 
manage its money prob¬ 
lems, and it is acting on 
the advice of accounting 
and legal consultants. 

“Due to the magnitude 
and complexity of the 
town’s financial problems 
... town council of the

The population of 
Bridgetown, which is 
about a two-hour 
drive from Halifax. 

Town of Bridgetown 
agreed to resign to make 
way for a quicker resolu¬ 
tion of the town’s present 
difficulties,” the statement 
said. 

RCMP spokeswoman 
Brigdit Leger said the 
Mounties received a com¬ 
plaint from the Town of 
Bridgetown on May 16, but 
she would not release de¬ 
tails. 

“In the event this inves¬ 
tigation results in the lay¬ 


ing of criminal charges, 
only at that time would we 
confirm the nature of the 
charges and the names of 
any individuals involved,” 
she said. 

The town’s administra¬ 
tive assistant, who would 
not give her name, said 
Mayor Art Marshall was 
not available to comment 
because he is no longer the 
mayor. 

Calls to Marshall’s 
home were not returned. 

Marion Tanner, manag¬ 
er at the Bridgetown Motor 
Inn, said she was surprised 
by the resignations and 
concerned about who will 
be appointed to run the 
town in the council’s ab¬ 
sence.

Think twice before you talk 

O Wireless devices could raise risk of brain cancer, says WHO 


The cancer agency of the 
World Health Organiza¬ 
tion says using cellphones 
and other wireless devices 
may put people at greater 
risk of brain cancer, but 
more study is needed to 
be certain. 

A group of 31 scientists 
— including two Canadi¬ 
ans — with the WHO’s In¬ 
ternational Agency for 
Research on Cancer met 
in France for a week to 


study whether exposure 
to the type of electromag¬ 
netic radiation emitted by 
wireless devices could 
cause cancer. 

Yesterday, the group 
classified radio frequency 
electromagnetic fields as 
“possibly carcinogenic to 
humans,” based on a 
higher risk of glioma, a 
rare but often deadly 
form of brain tumour. 

Other substances in the 


same category include 
pesticides and gasoline 
engine exhaust. The other 
categories include car¬ 
cinogenic, probably car¬ 
cinogenic and probably 
not carcinogenic. 

The findings are based 
on data from case studies 
in multiple countries. 

The chair of the work¬ 
ing group, Dr. Jonathan 
Samet of the University of 
Southern California, said 


it’s too soon to draw con¬ 
clusive links between can¬ 
cer and wireless devices. 

The studies done so far 
haven’t tracked people 
for longer than a decade 
or so. 

That’s not long enough 
for scientists to rule out 
possible cancer links, 
since many cancerous tu¬ 
mours take a long time to 
develop.

The Quebec government 
demanded an apology from 
a legislator who compared 
the Royal Family to para¬ 
sites and circus performers 
but he didn’t appear to be 
backing down yesterday.

Quebec’s deputy pre¬ 
mier said the comments 
from Amir Khadir demon¬ 
strate “a lack of class.” 

“There are a large num¬ 
ber of Quebecers who have 
a lot of respect for the royal 
family,” said Nathalie Nor- 
mandeau, a Liberal cabinet 
minister. 

But the anti-monarchist 
politician is refusing to 
take his words back. 


Khadir, his party’s only 
member of the legislature, 
went almost as far in a 
news conference yesterday 
as he did in an earlier inter¬ 
view with a Quebec tabloid. 

He stuck to his argu¬ 


ment that the royals repre¬ 
sent a “parasitic” system 
that should be obsolete in 
today’s world. 

“Taxpayers should not 
be paying for that,” he said. 
Reminded that the event

The Bank of Canada has 
signalled that interest rates 
will likely rise later this 
year, as long as the still- 
fragile economic recovery 
continues to build. 

For the sixth straight an¬ 
nouncement date, the cen¬ 
tral bank yesterday delayed 
the tightening regime it 
began almost a year ago 
and kept its trend-setting 
policy interest rate at one 
per cent. 

But in an accompanying 
statement, the bank did al¬ 
ter its advisory on future 
action, indicating it will 
start moving rates closer to 
their normal levels if the 
recovery continues on 
track.

Sex assault allegations at gold mine investigated 


Barriclc Gold Corp. says it is 
investigating allegations of 
sexual assaults against local 
women at one of its gold 
mines in Tanzania. 

The company says the as¬ 
saults are alleged to have 
taken place at the North 
Mara mine, which is owned 
and operated by Barriclc’s 
subsidiary, African Barriclc 
Gold PLC. 

The Toronto-based gold 
miner says that a prelimi¬ 


nary investigation by ABG 
has found credible evidence 
of sexual assaults by mem¬ 
bers of the Tanzanian police 
and the company’s security 
guards. 

Barriclc says local police 
are also probing the allega¬ 
tions and a senior-level in¬ 
vestigations unit will be 
deployed to the mine in the 
coming days. 

The company says it is 
“deeply distressed” by the 



evidence that has emerged. 
Its own investigation is on¬ 
going and the findings will 
be made public once the re¬ 
port is concluded. 

Earlier this month, 
North Mara was the site of 
deadly clashes between po¬ 
lice and a crowd of about 
800 people trying to steal 
ore from the mine. Seven 
people were killed and a 
dozen more were injured.

O New roller coasters are going up at amusement parks all over the United 
States O Coney Island getting its first new roller coaster since the 1920s 


CEDAR POINT AMUSEMENT PARK/RESORT, FILE 



Massive swings at Cedar 
Point, Kings Island, Dolly- 
wood and a Six Flags in 
California, plus coasters at 
Six Flags themed on the 
Green Lantern and a new 
Little Mermaid attraction 
at Disneyland are among 
the new attractions await¬ 
ing visitors this season at 
theme parks north of the 
border. 

Cedar Point and Kings 
Island in Ohio, and Knott’s 
Berry Farm in Buena Park, 
Calif., all are rolling out a 
thrill ride called Wind- 
seelcer, which spins riders 
nearly 30 storeys in the air 
in two-person swings that 
flare out and rotate around 
a tower. 

An extremely wet April 
in Ohio delayed work on 
the ride at Cedar Point in 
Sandusky and Kings Island 
in Mason, so they weren’t 
ready when the parks 
opened earlier in May, but 
they’re now expected to be 
up and running. 

Six Flags parks in Valle¬ 
jo, Calif., and St. Louis also 
are debuting monster 
swings. Their version, 
called SkyScreamer, tow¬ 
ers 72 metres above the 
ground with two-person 
swings soaring in a 30-me¬ 


tre circle at 70 km/h. The 
ride will be lighted at 
night from top to bottom. 

And Dollywood in Pi¬ 
geon Forge, Tenn., added a 
swing ride called Barn¬ 
stormer, with two pendu¬ 
lum arms seating 16 
passengers each. The 
swing takes riders to a 
peak of 25 metres in the 
air and rotates at 72 km/h. 
A barnyard-themed play 
area and pig pen water 
play area surround the 
ride. 

“Creativity and innova¬ 
tion, which are really the 
foundation of the busi¬ 
ness, are alive and well in 
our industry, and I think 
the attractions that are 
opening illustrate that,” 
said David Mandt, 
spokesman for the Inter¬ 
national Association of 
Amusement Parks and At¬ 
tractions. 

Roller-coaster enthusi¬ 
asts will also be able to get 
their fix on new rides at 
the Six Flags parks. 

Six Flags Great Adven¬ 
ture in Jackson, N.J., and 
Six Flags Magic Mountain 
in Valencia, Calif., are 
launching Green Lantern, 
a 15-storey stand-up coast¬ 
er that begins with a 72- 


lcm/h vertical drop before 
rocketing riders through 
five inversions, including 
loops and corkscrews. 

Green Lantern is among 
three new coasters at Six 
Flags Magic Mountain. Six 
Flags New England near 
Springfield, Mass., adds 


the steel coaster called 
Gotham City: Gauntlet Es¬ 
cape from Arkham Asy¬ 
lum, while the Dare Devil 
Dive coaster opens at Six 
Flags Over Georgia in 
Austell, Ga., featuring a 10- 
storey vertical drop. Six 
Flags Over Texas in Arling¬ 


ton marks its 50th anniver¬ 
sary by bringing back a 
faster and steeper Texas 
Giant coaster. 

New York’s Coney Is¬ 
land has this year opened 
its first new roller coast¬ 
ers since the famed Cy¬ 
clone was built in the 


1920s. Four new thrill 
rides in the park are 
known collectively as the 
Scream Zone. 

In early June, Disney 
California Adventure in 
Anaheim debuts The Little 
Mermaid — Ariel’s Under¬ 
sea Adventure as part of a 
multiyear billion-dollar ex¬ 
pansion of the park. The 
family-friendly ride fea¬ 
tures characters from the 
popular movie as riders 
travel on a virtual under¬ 
water journey. Disney 
parks in Orlando, Fla., and 
California are reopening 
the venerable Star Tours 
ride with a new 3-D ele¬ 
ment and Star Wars-in- 
spired stoiy line for the 
deep space flight simula¬ 
tor. Star Tours opened May 
20 at Disney World and 
will open June 3 at Disney¬ 
land. 

Star Wars fans get a 
treat at Legoland in Carls¬ 
bad, Calif., too, with Star 
Wars Miniland, which of¬ 
fers scenes from the 
movies made of 1.5 mil¬ 
lion Lego bricks, including 
depictions of Tatooine 
where Luke Skywallcer 
grew up; Endor; the icy 
planet Hoth and the Mil¬ 
lennium Falcon. Later in 
the year, in October, the 
world’s fifth Legoland park 
is scheduled to open on 
the East Coast, on the site 
of the old Cypress Gardens 
in Winter Haven, Fla. 

SeaWorld parks in Or¬ 
lando, Fla, San Diego and 
San Antonio are introduc¬ 
ing their first new Shamu 
shows in five years, envi¬ 
ronmentally themed killer 
whale attractions called 
Believe. In addition, Sea- 
World San Diego opens 
Turtle Reef, a nearly 1.1- 
million-litre aquarium fea¬ 
turing more than 60 
threatened or endangered 
sea turtles. 

Another animal-themed 
attraction, Cheetah Hunt, 
opens at Busch Gardens in 
Tampa, Fla., with a chee¬ 
tah habitat and roller 
coaster.

The caboose on Jason 
Thornhill’s property is no 
ordinary rail car. 

Fitted out with a queen- 
size bed, shower and natu¬ 
ral gas fireplace, the 
former Canadian Pacific 
caboose serves as a cabin 
that can be rented by the 
night or week. 

“It’s awesome,” says 
Thornhill, a self-described 
longtime rail buff who al¬ 
so runs a garden centre on 
the property, called Aspen 
Crossing. He has a total of 
six rail cars on the site, in¬ 
cluding a former dining 
car now in use as a restau¬ 
rant. 

“There’s a full bath¬ 
room in the caboose, a 
nice little kitchenette with 
an induction cook top 
stove, and a DVD player 
hooked up to a flat-screen 
TV. ... There’s also a sofa 
that folds out to a double 
bed and a twin mattress 


up in the cupola.” 

Situated in a camp¬ 
ground, the caboose sleeps 
up to five and has been 
available to guests since 
April. Rates range from 
$185 to $279 a night. 

Thornhill, 36, says he 
acquired it in 2008 at no 
charge from a Calgary 
firm that had been using it 
as an office and wanted it 
gone. The caboose had 
been in service with Cana¬ 
dian Pacific for about 40 
years until the early 1990s. 

“We’re trying to re¬ 
brand into a historical 
railway destination,” says 
Thornhill. 

Another caboose in the 
campground is slated to 
be ready for guests in Sep¬ 
tember. 

Aspen Crossing is a 40- 
minute drive southeast of

Nathan MacKinnon was 
just two years old when his 
father, Graham, first put 
him in a pair of skates on 
Morash Pond in Cole Har¬ 
bour. 

“He was always a strong 
skater, right from the be¬ 
ginning,” recalls Graham, 
who couldn’t have 
dreamed the next 13 years 
would unfold as they have. 

“He took to skating real 
easy.” 

Nathan was speedy then 
and he is speedy now. At 
age 15, he is known for his 
phenomenal skating — 
among a wide range of oth¬ 
er elite talents — and is 
easily the No. 1 prospect 
for Saturday’s QMJHL draft 
in Victoriaville, Que. 

Nathan still remembers 
stepping onto Morash 
Pond for the first time. 

“I took off running on 
the ice,” he recalls. “My 
dad kind of got me going 
in the sport... I stuck with 
it and fell in love with the 
game.” 

MacKinnon, who started 
making a name for himself 
in his second year of atom 
with the Cole Harbour 
Wings, moved away to 
Faribault, Minn., at age 14 
to attend the renowned 
Shattuclc-St. Mary’s prep 
school. 

His QMJHL scouting re¬ 
port raves about his “pow¬ 
erful skating, incredible 
instincts and great shot.” 


But it says what makes him 
a dominant player is his 
“intensity and his desire to 
win.” 

“That’s something you 
either have or you don’t,” 
says Graham, who is an as¬ 
sistant track supervisor for 
CN Rail. 

“He’s always had that 
drive, that competitive¬ 
ness.” 

Nathan, whose mom 
Kathy is a recreation co-or¬ 
dinator with the city, says 
those attributes are born 
from his passion for the 
sport. 

“I really love the game 
of hockey,” he says. “I al¬ 
ways have. I don’t want to 
take advantage of anything 
I have going for me. I’m 
privileged to play the game 
of hockey.

Vancouver Canucks cen¬ 
tre Manny Malhotra’s inspi¬ 
rational comeback was put 
on hold yesterday, raising 
questions about whether 
he will be able to compete 
in the Stanley Cup final 
against the Boston Bruins. 

Malhotra, recovering 
from a career-threatening 
eye injury suffered in mid- 
March, was conspicuous by 
his absence as the Canucks 
held their last full practice 
before tonight’s Game 1 
(CBC, 9 p.m.). 

“He gets monitored 
every day and today was a 
day they (medical staff) felt 
that it would be best to stay 
away for today,” said Van¬ 
couver general manager 
Mike Gillis. “He’ll be back 
around the team again (to¬ 
day), we anticipate.” 

The 31-year-old Missis¬ 
sauga, Ont., native re¬ 
turned to practice recently 
after undergoing a number 
of surgical procedures to 
save his vision, fuelling 
speculation that he would 
be ready for game action as 
the Canucks compete for a 
first Stanley Cup in their 
40-season history. 

But Gillis raised doubts 
about the possibility of him 
returning in time to suit up 
against the Boston Bruins. 

“He hasn’t been cleared 
to play yet,” said Gillis. 
“He’s cleared for some con¬ 
tact.” 


“When he’s cleared 
to play and play in 
the NHL, you’ll see 
him with the team 
again. Until that 
point, we’ll take it 
day by day and 
monitor it day by 
day.”

The general manager’s 
comments contradicted 
those of Canucks coach 
Alain Vigneault, who said 
Saturday that Malhotra had 
been officially cleared to 
play. Vigneault did not dif¬ 
ferentiate between prac¬ 
tices and games. 

Gillis said that Malhotra 
had not suffered a setback. 

“No, it’s part of the on¬ 
going plan he’s had from 
the date of the injury,” said 
Gillis. 

The veteran centre was 
injured as a puck deflected 
into his eye off the stick of 
St. Louis Blues defenceman 
Erik Johnson. 

The Canucks announced 
shortly after Malhotra 
went down that he was out 
for the season. He under¬ 
went surgical procedures 
and stayed around the 
team while dodging re¬ 
porters and contributing 
with video analysis, pep 
talks and other prepara¬ 
tions.

Now it’s up 
the fans to 
do heavy 
spending 

The NHL is returning to 
Winnipeg with a hefty 
price tag attached to the 
franchise. 

There was no glossing 
over the harsh financial 
reality of operating a team 
in the league as the esti¬ 
mated $170-million-US 
sale and relocation of the 
Atlanta Thrashers was an¬ 
nounced yesterday. 

Not only did True North 
Sports and Entertainment 
spend a significant 
amount of time detailing 
the price of tickets, but 
NHL commissioner Gaiy 


Bettman also made it clear 
that eveiy one of them 
better be accounted for. 

“It isn’t going to work 
veiy well unless this build¬ 
ing is sold out eveiy 
night,” said Bettman. 

The 15,015-seat MTS 
Centre will be the smallest 
arena in the NHL and Win¬ 
nipeg re-enters the league 
at a time when it has nev¬ 
er been more expensive to 
do business. 

The salary cap is ex¬ 
pected to climb to $62 mil¬ 
lion next season and if 
that were to happen, eveiy 
team would have to spend 
at least $46 million to 
reach the salary floor. 

The Thrashers current¬ 
ly have $35.9 million tied 
up in 15 players for next 
season. There are seven 
pending restricted free 
agents — included captain 
Andrew Ladd and defence- 
man Zach Bogosian — and 


another three players eli¬ 
gible for unrestricted free 
agency. 

All told, the payroll 
could exceed $50 million. 

Decisions must also be 
made about the entire 
hockey operations staff, 
including general manag¬ 
er Rick Dudley. He signed 
a four-year contract exten¬ 
sion in Januaiy but won’t 
necessarily make the 
move north. 

“We have got a lot of 
work to do,” said Win¬ 
nipeg co-owner Mark 
Chipman. “I have a veiy 
high regard for Rick, (but) 
haven’t spoken to him and 
expect to do so veiy short- 

iy” 

In the meantime, True 
North is asking fans to 
open their wallets for 
the new franchise. Tick¬ 
ets will range in price be¬ 
tween $39 and $129.

Road manners 


Honda didn’t substantially alter the 
Civic’s base 140-horsepower 1.8-litre 
four-cylinder engine, other than to 
tweak it to improve fuel economy. 

However, the sporty Si coupe and 
sedan receive a new 2.4-litre engine 
that generates 201 horsepower (up 
from 197) to replace the previous 2.0. 

That means 31 more pound-feet of 
torque for a much peppier drive. 


The Civic coupe and sedan have evolved 
only modestly, compared to their 
previous-gen counterparts. 

The rooflines are a bit more sweeping 
(what Honda calls a “one motion profile”) 
and the front roof pillars are now thinner 
to improve visibility. 

Other updates include a more attractive 
nose plus a general updating of the rear 
deck and taillamps. 


Upgrading the Civic’s already decent road manners in¬ 
volved dialing in greater steering responsiveness, re¬ 
tuning the front and rear suspension for a smoother 
ride and enlarging the underbody’s flat surface area to 
reduce air resistance (to improve fuel economy). 

With numerous performance choices and trim lev¬ 
els, the Civic continues to provide a lean to loaded as¬ 
sortment over a price range that remains about the 
same as before (starting at $16,400, including delivery 
costs).

Making 
tires run 
quietly

Designing a tire is quite a 
balancing act. The tire 
needs to be safe, long-last¬ 
ing and as fuel-efficient as 
possible, but it also needs 
to be relatively quiet to 
avoid excessive road noise. 

Pirelli has a research 
and development depart¬ 
ment that deals specifical¬ 
ly with tire noise, 
especially since it is head¬ 
quartered in Europe where 
tires have to meet 
maximum mandated noise 
levels, says Mastracchio 
Orazio, quality product 
manager for Canada for 
Pirelli Tire. 

“There are a few factors 
with noise, and the most 
predominant one is the 
tread design,” Orazio says. 
“For example, a winter 
truck design will generate 
more noise than a summer 
performance tire. The (rub¬ 
ber) compound has a mini¬ 
mal effect. It depends on 
the tread design.” 

Tire treads are made up 
of blocks that contain 
grooves and sipes, the tiny 
slits in the tread face that 
help increase traction. 

“You see more and more 
tires that have a modern 
tread design,” Orazio says. 
“Most of them are 
asymmetrical or direction-

tions. 

Thrun believes we 
should peruse driverless ve¬ 
hicle technology for safety 
reasons. In fact, he opened 
his talk at the TED Confer¬ 
ence earlier this year, by 
saying that when his best 
friend died in a vehicle 
crash at age 18, he soon de¬ 
cided to dedicate his life to 
one day saving one million 
people per year from vehi¬ 
cle-related deaths. 

Others have made this 
case before, that vehicles 
that can communicate to 
each other, and that are 
connected to a common 
grid of some kind, could 
easily be programmed to 
stay out of each other’s 
way. (Most accident deaths 
are caused by human 
error.) 

Thrun also believes that 
driverless vehicle can save 
much gasoline and human 
time. We can save gas, he 
says, by increasing the ca¬ 
pacity of our current road¬ 
ways “by a factor of two or 
three.” With totally 
automated systems, 
vehicles should be able to 
travel very close together, 
and on vaiy narrow 


ribbons, or so he says. This 
would also get rid of 
gridlock, which he figures 
robs the U.S. of about 4 bil¬ 
lion hours of wasted time 
eveiy year. 

He ended by saying that 
he and others are working 
toward, and looking 
forward to, a future time, 
“when generations look 
back at us and say how 
ridiculous it was that 
humans were driving cars.” 

Wow. 

We’re a long ways from 
that “utopia.” Even if there 
are no technology issues, a 
lot of governments, legisla¬ 
tors, citizens, etc., will have 
to get on board. 

But I think the biggest 
hurdle in our lifetime is the 
collective memoiy of cur¬ 
rent drivers. The Google ve¬ 
hicles started life as normal 
Toyota Prius models. For 
the California tests, two en¬ 
gineers sat in the driver 
and passenger seats at all 
times — to monitor the 
computer systems linking 
the maps, video cameras, 
radars and lasers, servo-mo¬ 
tors, etc., and for driver 
backup, in case of driver¬ 
less driver malfunction. 

I don’t know how those 
guys did it. I rode shotgun 
once in a driverless car at 
Chiysler’s proving grounds 
in Michigan, and it wasn’t 
easy. I squirmed in my seat. 
I stared and swore at the in¬ 
visible driver. I did not en¬ 
joy it- 

I suppose I could have 
viewed it as an amusement 
ride, or like getting on a 
train. But I knew where 
such a train was heading — 
to a future where I wasn’t 
allowed behind the wheel.

of decibels. If you space 
out the tread blocks, it 


breaks the wind noise.” 

Tires are tested for 
noise in a special “quiet” 
room, with microphones 
inside and outside the car. 
The vehicle is run on 
rollers in the floor, with 
the microphones picking 
up and analyzing the 
sound. The engineers work 
to make the tire as quiet as 
possible, while still work¬ 
ing in conjunction with 
those who are designing 
the tread and assessing the 
tire’s longevity. 

If they go too far in one 
direction, they sacrifice at 
the other. 

“We have to consider 
the safety,” Orazio says. 
“Noise is up there, but 
safety is the priority.”

Among 
other things, GM canned 
this transmission option 
due to reliability issues. 

Note that from 2004 and 
on, the V6 engine was re¬ 
placed by a 3.5-litre unit 
from Honda, which 
cranked horsepower up to 
270.

Common Issues 

Other issues are numer¬ 
ous, and test drivers set on 
a Vue for its lower-than- 


average price and unique 
styling are advised to have 
a full mechanical inspec¬ 
tion by a Saturn-trained 
mechanic. 

A full inspection of the 
AWD system (if so 
equipped), as well as a 
“scan” of the engine com¬ 
puter for signs of bad sen¬ 
sors is an ideal starting 
point. 

Many owners have re¬ 
ported sensor and wiring- 
related problems, meaning 


a full check of all electron¬ 
ic accessories should be 
considered mandatory, 
too. Ditto the transmis¬ 
sion. If the Vue you’re test 
driving hesitates, slips or 
“clunks” during gear 
shifts, move to another 
unit. Note that the Vue al¬ 
so seemed prone to bear¬ 
ing-related issues with 
wheel-bearings and carrier 
bearings for the driveshaft 
in the AWD system. 


The Verdict 

To avoid potential 
headaches and reliability 
issues, a front-drive, four- 
cylinder unit with the five- 
speed manual is likely 
your best bet. If you’re not 
dead-set on a first-gen Vue 
and can spend a little more 
money, more reliable mod¬ 
els are available.
